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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Mendon: 

The  following  report  delineates  briefly  some  of  the  highlights 
of  the  Board’s  activities  during  the  year  1967. 

1.  The  Board  and  our  Town  Counsel  were  involved  in  a  law 
suit  regarding  the  right  of  way  at  the  Town  Beach  with  Mr.  Kelley, 
a  property  owner  in  that  area.  Through  the  diligent  efforts  of  our 
Town  Counsel  we  succeeded  in  having  this  suit  dismissed  in  behalf 
of  the  Town. 

2.  The  Board  in  conjunction  with  the  Upton  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  engaged  the  services  of  Schofield  Brothers  Engineering  Company 
to  make  exploratory  soil  tests  at  the  Regional  School  ground  seeking 
a  solution  to  the  sewerage  problem.  The  tests  taken  revealed  that 
there  exists  a  possibility  of  placing  a  new  leeching  field  on  the  school 
grounds.  In  order  to  confirm  these  findings  it  will  necessitate  the 
clearing  of  land  and  further  soil  tests  at  an  additional  cost  of 
$2,500.00.  Should  these  tests  prove  successful  a  leeching  area  com¬ 
plete  with  tank  could  be  installed  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $60,000. 
The  results  of  these  tests  and  all  data  concerning  this  matter  has  been 
turned  over  to  the  School  Committee.  It  is  expected  that  further 
discussions  relative  to  this  subject  will  be  held  during  1968.  These 
tests  were  carried  out  with  the  prior  knowledge  and  cooperation  of 
Mr.  Gilbert  Joly  and  Mr.  William  Marhaffer  of  the  Central  Health 
District  Office. 

3.  Several  meetings  were  held  with  the  State  road  engineer 
and  the  residents  of  Millville  Street  concerning  the  reconstruction 
of  a  portion  of  this  road.  In  order  that  this  work  could  proceed 
easements  were  required  to  be  signed  by  the  residents  of  that  area. 

We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  the  Board  received  the  complete 
and  full  cooperation  from  all  residents  concerned.  The  work  is 
planned  to  start  early  in  1968  and  be  completed  by  the  time  Fall 
arrives. 

4.  The  Board  also  applied  for  road  reconstruction  work  to 
be  done  on  Hartford  Avenue  East  and  Bates  Street  under  Chapter  90 
and  Chapter  616  respectively. 

5.  One  of  the  major  efforts  of  the  Board  concerned  the  se¬ 
lection  and  appointment  of  a  full  time  Police  Chief.  This  required 
the  interviewing  of  several  applicants,  engaging  the  services  of  the 
Bloomberg  School  of  Police  to  hold  a  written  examination,  and  the 
services  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Police  in  holding  oral  examina¬ 
tions.  Out  of  a  field  of  nine  (9)  applicants  who  took  these  examina¬ 
tions  the  Board  selected  the  applicant  who  scored  highest  and  also 
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had  the  best  background  qualifications.  At  present  the  Board  is  in 
the  process  of  selecting  a  full  time  Police  Officer  and  thus  completing 
the  plan  as  presented  to  the  Townspeople  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Board  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  faithful  and  tire¬ 
less  efforts  of  Raymond  Rogers  as  our  Chief  of  Police  for  the  past 
several  years  and  to  extend  our  gratitude  to  him  in  behalf  of  our 
citizens  for  a  service  well  done. 

6.  The  Board  continued  its  efforts  with  the  Town  Building 
Committee  toward  generating  plans  and  estimated  costs  for  a  new 
building.  These  plans  and  building  costs  will  be  presented  to  the 
Townspeople  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  Our  sincere  gratitude  is  extended 
to  the  Building  Committee  for  its  efforts. 

7.  The  Board  met  with  Mr.  Weatherbee  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  to  discuss  our  traffic  problems  and  in  particular  the 
hazardous  situation  at  Route  16  and  North  Avenue.  This  intersec¬ 
tion  must  be  completely  revamped  in  order  to  make  it  safe  for 
motorists  and  pedestrians.  The  work  will  start  as  soon  as  the  proper 
sloping  rights  are  obtained  and  the  weather  permits.  In  order  to 
make  all  traffic  signs  and  restrictions  legal  throughout  the  Town 
we  must  accept  a  traffic  code  law.  This  will  be  presented  to  the 
Townspeople  in  the  near  future  for  their  action. 

8.  Past  efforts  to  meet  with  the  major  departments  in  order 
that  a  more  cooperative  and  effective  approach  could  be  taken  on 
Town  matters  have  not  yielded  any  productive  results.  It  is  hoped 
that  future  efforts  will  be  more  fruitful. 

9.  The  Board  has  noted  that  large  industrial  companies  have 
shown  considerable  interest  in  obtaining  land  in  our  Town  but  have 
refrained  due  to  the  lack  of  proper  facilities.  If  we  are  to  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  industrial  opportunities  which  Route  495  will  offer 
we  must  take  the  necessary  steps  to  provide  these  facilities.  We 
solicit  the  sincere  and  active  interest  of  all  our  Townspeople  in  this 
vital  matter. 

10.  With  the  advent  of  collective  bargaining  in  our  educational 
system  we  should  expect  a  significant  increase  in  our  school  budget 
each  year.  Mendon  is  one  of  sixty-nine  towns  that  will  be  affected 
by  the  implementation  of  School  Guidelines.  In  order  to  qualify  for 
State  Aid  for  a  Kindergarten  to  Grade  12  system  in  this  plan,  a 
2,000  pupil  enrollment  must  be  had  between  the  two  towns.  This 
plan  also  calls  for  a  single  school  committee  in  place  of  the  four 
under  the  present  system. 

1 1 .  The  Board  was  actively  involved  with  the  plans  and  prep¬ 
arations  of  the  300th  Anniversary  Celebration.  It  is  indeed  heart 
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warming  to  look  back  upon  this  occasion  which  succeeded  only 
through  the  wholehearted  efforts  of  all  our  people.  In  particular  we 
are  greatly  indebted  to  diligent  and  tireless  efforts  of  our  committee 
and  its  members  for  enabling  this  celebration  to  take  place  at  no  cost 
to  the  Town.  Our  birthday  has  been  graciously  augmented  by  this 
occasion  which  will  long  be  remembered  by  us  all. 

1 2.  In  October  a  testimonial  was  held  honoring  Mr.  Henry  P. 
Clough  for  his  39  years  of  service  to  this  Town  as  a  Schoolteacher, 
Principal,  Town  Moderator,  General  Chairman  of  our  300th  Anni¬ 
versary  and  many  other  civic  duties.  In  recognition  of  all  this  the 
Board  issued  a  proclamation  at  this  testimonial  declaring  the  week 
of  October  13  through  October  20  as  Henry  P.  Clough  week.  The 
testimonial  which  was  conducted  by  interested  citizens  was  extreme¬ 
ly  well  attended  and  most  pleasant. 

13.  Under  a  bill  filed  by  F.  Leo  Kenney,  our  Representative 
from  Uxbridge,  a  weed  clearing  program  was  undertaken  at  Lake 
Nipmuc.  This  will  be  continued  each  year  and  a  bill  will  be  filed 
each  year  until  it  is  completed. 

14.  Of  interest  to  our  taxpayers  is  the  recently  passed  bill 
which  restored  the  1 5%  additional  reimbursement  to  schools  which 
are  in  a  Regional  School  District.  This  had  been  revoked  when  the 
sales  tax  went  into  effect.  Its  reinstatement  was  solely  the  result 

of  active  participation  by  Boards  and  School  Committees  through¬ 
out  the  State. 

15.  The  Board  hopes  that  the  fine  community  spirit  shown 
during  the  Town’s  300th  Anniversary  will  continue.  It  is  mainly 
because  of  this  spirit  that  we  look  to  the  future  of  this  Town  with 
courage  and  confidence.

Voted  that  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  be  appropriated 
trom  the  Road  Machinery  Fund  to  the  Road  Machinery  account. 
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Item  64.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $6,000.00  be  appropriated 
from  the  Road  Machinery  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  tractor  with 
special  equipment,  and  that  the  present  1961  tractor  be  taken  in 
trade.  This  tractor  to  be  purchased  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Highway  Surveyor. 

Item  72.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $102,886.00  be  appropriated 
for  Salaries  and  Wages  for  the  Center  School. 

Harold  F.  Lowell  and  Henry  B.  Twitched  served  as  Tellers  and 
Checkers  for  the  meeting.  The  complete  list  of  appropriations  will 
be  found  on  a  separate  sheet  following  the  complete  records  of 
the  meeting  of  March  31,1 967. 

ARTICLE  5.  Under  this  article  it  was  announced  that  the  sum  of

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mendon 

I  hereby  submit  this  report  for  the  Police  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1967. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  for  the  year  1967,  that  we  have  not 
had  any  fatal  accidents,  in  our  town.  The  accident  rate  in  our  town 
is  still  too  high,  and  I  am  sure  that  with  the  strict  and  impartial  en¬ 
forcement,  that  we  will  be  looking  forward  to  a  sudden  reduction 
of  automobile  accidents  in  the  next  year.  In  the  past  (3)  three 
months,  October,  November,  and  December  the  Police  Department 
has  issued  42  citations  to  strengthen  our  determination  to  reduce 
accidents. 

Our  town  is  patrolled  day  and  night,  to  give  security  and  pro¬ 
tection  to  the  citizens  of  Mendon;  and  make  it  a  safer  place  to  live. 

Our  office  is  manned  until  1 1  P.M.  nightly,  and  by  having  a 
policeman  in  the  cruiser  on  patrol,  we  can  bring  police  protection 
to  any  home  in  Mendon,  within  (7)  seven  minutes,  by  having  the 
officer  in  the  station  dispatch  any  message  to  the  cruiser. 

I  have  recommended  that  one  other  full  time  police  officer  be 
assigned  to  my  Police  Department;  to  assure  a  24  hour  coverage  to 
the  citizens  of  Mendon.  I  have  in  full  force,  at  this  time,  an  educa¬ 
tional  program  course,  which  deals  strictly  with  police  requirements 
and  the  method  of  putting  to  use  the  correct  police  procedures, 
which  1  firmly  believe  will  be  a  credit  to  the  police  individuals  as 
well  as  the  citizens  of  Mendon. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and 
all  other  departments,  who  through  their  assistance,  have  made  our 
Police  Department  a  highly  respected  department.

OF  THE  TAFT  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  Trustees  of  the  Taft  Public  Library  submit  the  annual  report  of 
the  Library  for  the  year  ending  December  31,1 967. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Library  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation 
of  Mrs.  Vestella  M.  Daniels  as  Librarian  at  the  end  of  June  1967. 
Since  her  appointment  as  Librarian  in  1945,  the  Town  of  Mendon 
has  been  most  fortunate  in  having  a  person  who  so  willingly  has 
given  of  her  time  over  the  years  in  selecting  books  to  maintain  a 
collection  of  value  to  the  Town.  Mrs.  Daniels’  Story  Hours  held  in 
summer  months  throughout  the  years  have  enriched  the  lives  of 
many  of  our  children  in  Mendon. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Daniels 
for  her  sincere  and  faithful  work  and  for  her  professional  interest 
in  library  work  for  the  Town  of  Mendon.

Out  of  the  41 1 8  books  bor¬ 
rowed  from  the  Library  during  1967,  214  have  not  been  returned. 
This  represents  over  $800  worth  of  books.  During  1968,  the  Libra¬ 
rian  plans  to  initiate  a  system  of  overdue  notices  for  borrowers  and 
full  cooperation  is  urged.  . 

The  Trustees  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Rhodes, 
Librarian  and  her  assistants  for  their  interest  and  efforts  in  making 
the  Library  an  integral  part  of  our  community.

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LIBRARIAN  S  REPORT 

To  the  Trustees  of  Taft  Public  Library: 

The  circulation  of  books  and  magazines  for  the  year  1967  (139 
days)  was  4,936.  Circulation  by  classes  was  as  follows:  fiction,  1,869; 
magazines,  8 1 8;  juvenile,  1,288;  biography,  270;  history  and  travel, 
267;  literature  and  fine  arts,  135;  science  and  useful  arts,  192;  all 
others,  97.  71  new  borrowers  registered,  about  2/3  of  them  juvenile. 

During  1 967,  67  new  books  were  purchased  by  the  town,  90 
by  the  Fletcher  Fund,  1  by  the  Anna  Ellis  Fund,  and  68  were  re¬ 
ceived  as  gifts  making  a  total  of  226.  Our  thanks  and  appreciation 
go  to  the  following  donors:  Mr.  Winsor  Williams,  Bancroft  Memo¬ 
rial  Library,  Central  Massachusetts  Regional  Library,  Mr.  Arthur 
Johnson,  Mrs.  Coutu,  Standard  Oil  Company,  Louis  Lowell  and 
Florence  Leslie.  The  Bookmobile  from  Central  Massachusetts  Re¬ 
gional  Library  in  Worcester  comes  every  6  or  7  weeks  with  a  deposit 
of  books  for  us  to  circulate.  The  new  larger  Bookmobile  emphasizes 
our  inadequate  parking  facilities.  We  may  also  obtain,  through  the 
region,  books  and  films  to  fill  special  requests. 

Fines  received  from  overdue  books  were  $12.53.  There  are 
many  overdue  books  outstanding.  The  cost  of  books  is  continually 
rising  and  these  outstanding  books  become  increasingly  expensive 
to  replace.  We  would  appreciate  it  if  our  readers  would  return  them. 

National  Library  Week  was  observed  in  April  with  a  collection 
of  new  books  on  display.  More  new  books  were  added  in  December. 
We  kept  the  library  open  June  24th  as  part  of  our  observance  of 
Mendon’s  300th  Anniversary.  Our  appreciation  goes  to  Mrs.  Mildred 
Hummel  for  assisting  as  hostess.  Our  bulletin  board  was  filled  with 
newspaper  clippings  of  the  Town’s  Anniversary  activities  and  pic¬ 
tures  of  historical  interest  supplied  by  Mendon  Historical  Society 
through  its  Librarian,  Miss  E.  Jane  Coleman. 

Once  again  I  should  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  children’s  area  is  too  small  and  some  additional  provisions  should 
soon  be  made  for  them. 

We  had  open  house  one  evening  in  August  for  Mrs.  Vestella 
Daniels  who  retired  as  librarian  after  21  years  of  service.  Our  grati¬ 
tude  and  sincere  appreciation  go  to  Mrs.  Daniels  for  her  time  and 
effort  during  those  years.  Since  her  retirement  I  have  been  very 
capably  assisted  at  the  library,  during  the  hours  I  am  unable  to  be 
there,  by  Miss  E.  Jane  Coleman  and  Mrs.  Priscilla  Denton. 

We  are  always  pleased  to  welcome  you  to  Taft  Public  Library 
and  to  assist  you  in  every  way  possible.  With  due  thanks  to  the 
Trustees  and  Town  Officers  tor  their  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Supervisor 
of  Elementary  Schools  for  School  Union  No.  59,  Mendon  and  Upton. 

A  successful  project  in  remedial  reading  and  arithmetic  was 
completed  in  August  with  funds  provided  under  Title  I  of  the  Ele¬ 
mentary  and  Secondary  Education  Act.  Mendon  received  $5,120.00 
and  Upton  received  $10,700.00  at  no  cost  to  the  towns.  The  ser¬ 
vices  of  two  school  psychologists  were  utilized  to  help  in  the  diag¬ 
nosing  of  learning  difficulties.  Equipment  and  materials  to  supple¬ 
ment  the  program  were  purchased  under  the  Title  I  project. 

The  Mendon  P.T.A.  donated  an  over-head  projector  for  the 
school,  for  which  we  express  our  sincerest  appreciation.  I  plan 
gradually  to  have  an  overhead  projector  in  each  classroom. 

Our  Elementary  School  Band,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Donald 
Thatcher,  had  a  successful  year.  Once  again  the  band  was  awarded 
a  Division  One  rating. 

The  Elementary  Glee  Club  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Faith 
Newark,  Vocal  Music  Supervisor,  presented  a  well-received  Christ¬ 
mas  concert.  Our  vocal  music  program  has  had  a  tremendous  lift 
under  Mrs.  Newark’s  direction. 

Mrs.  Janet  Stockwell,  School  Nurse,  tested  eyes,  ears,  and 
measured  height  and  weight.  Pupils  in  Grades  One  and  Four  have 
physical  examinations  each  year.  Mrs.  Stockwell  has  helped  us  great¬ 
ly  by  keeping  the  staff  informed  of  the  physical  problems  and  needs 
of  the  pupils. 

Library  books  were  again  purchased  under  Title  II  ESEA  for 
the  Mendon-Upton  elementary  schools.  The  Federal  funds  have 
benefited  and  increased  the  volumes  in  our  libraries. 

I  will  shortly  make  recommendations  to  change  the  elementary 
school  classroom  organization  in  reading  and  mathematics  from  the 
present  homogeneous  groupings  to  a  continuous  progress  or  non- 
graded  structure.  Since  reading  and  mathematics  are  fundamental 
for  a  pupil’s  success  in  school,  the  school  work  in  reading  and  arith¬ 
metic  is  divided  into  more  levels  of  less  interval.  Moving  progressive¬ 
ly  through  these  structures  with  less  repetition  is  easier  for  all 
children.  The  program  seeks  to  give  every  pupil  a  chance  to  learn 
each  day,  with  less  pressure  to  “catch  up”  because  we  have  all  been 
created  as  individuals  and  there  is  really  no  ONE  learning  pace  that 
is  right  for  all  of  us.  The  program  also  provides  for  continuity  when 
a  pupil  is  accelerated  or  slowed  up.  The  continuous  progress  concept 
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will  operate  in  what  is  now  termed  Grades  2-4.  Grades  5  and  6  will 
remain  departmentalized  at  this  time. 

A  problem  which  the  towns  must  address  themselves  to  cen¬ 
ters  around  our  special  education  program.  We  have  students  in  our 
special  education  program  who  are  too  old  to  be  in  an  elementary 
school  situation.  It  is  incumbent  upon  us  to  provide  learning  and  vo¬ 
cational  experiences  for  these  pupils  in  an  environment  of  their 
peers.  We  must  provide  equal  opportunity  for  these  pupils  because 
they  can  become  useful  and  productive  citizens.  I  am  happy  to  say 
that  plans  are  being  made  and  discussed  to  provide  opportunities 
for  these  students. 

The  school  housing  problem  which  besets  our  towns  is  not  in¬ 
digenous  to  the  Nipmuc  Regional  School.  I  firmly  believe  that  we 
cannot  look  at  the  regional  school  program  as  a  separate  entity  but 
must  perceive  it  as  a  part  of  the  total  Mendon-Upton  school  struc¬ 
ture.  To  think  otherwise  is  a  false  dichotomy.  The  towns  of  Mendon 
and  Upton  will  be  investing  thousands  of  dollars  in  school  construc¬ 
tion,  and  I  am  sure  we  want  the  investment  to  be  productive  in 
terms  of  good  education. 

Specifically,  the  time  is  opportune  to  take  a  great  leap  into 
the  educational  revolution  generating  across  the  nation.  New  edu¬ 
cational  programs,  teaching  techniques,  classroom  patterns  and  or¬ 
ganization,  which  have  been  tested,  are  now  realities.  I  see  no  reason 
why  our  children  should  be  left  out.  I  recommend  that  new  construe 
tion  should  center  around  the  “Middle  School  Concept”,  housing 
grades  five  through  eight.  This  type  of  organization  would  not  only 
solve  for  a  long  time  the  overcrowding  which  exists  at  the  secondary 
levels  but  would  also  solve  problems  at  the  elementary  levels.  We 
would  be  able  to  phase  in  kindergarten  classes  with  adequate  class¬ 
room  space  available  for  expansion  when  needed. 

Progress  is  being  made  by  the  elementary  and  secondary  teach¬ 
ers  in  terms  of  coordinating  the  curriculum.  Curriculum  committees 
have  been  created  in  the  language  arts  and  social  studies  with  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  elementary  and  secondary  meeting  jointly  every  other 
week. 

Consultants  in  reading,  mathematics  and  social  studies  from 
the  State  Department  of  Education  and  Worcester  State  College  will 
conduct  workshops  for  the  teachers  in  the  above-mentioned  areas. 

Finally,  I  recommend  that  the  school  union  obtain  the  services 
of  an  elementary  school  guidance  counselor.  In  today’s  society  the 
demands  are  great  on  our  children.  Our  elementary  school  children 
should  have  the  services  of  a  guidance  counselor  for  it  is  better  to 
guide  at  an  earlier  age  than  to  wait  until  it  is  too  late. 
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I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  all  those  concerned  with 
education  and  who  with  vigor  support  education  which  is  the 
foundation  of  today’s  society.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Mendon  School  Committee  and  the  Mendon-Upton  Regional 
School  District  Committee: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  as  your  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools.  Working  with  you  toward  the  improvement  of 
educational  programs  in  our  towns  is  a  pleasant  and  challenging  op¬ 
portunity. 

To  date,  I  feel  that  we  have  made  great  strides.  However,  it 
would  appear  that  unless  more  space  becomes  available  on  the  upper 
grade  levels,  we  will  weaken  the  program  which  is  now  offered.  This 
possibility  cannot  be  taken  lightly  as  the  futures  of  boys  and  girls 
are  involved.  What  we  do  for  them  now  determines  the  direction  of 
their  later  lives,  educationally,  economically  and  socially.  Parents 
should  read  carefully  the  report  of  Principal  Frigard  concerning  this 
matter.  It  is  serious. 

We  are  still  utilizing  as  many  of  the  Federal  Programs  as  seems 
feasible.  We  have  received  our  full  allotments  under  Titles  I  &  II 
of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  and  under  Titles 
III  and  V  of  the  National  Defense  Education  Acts.  We  have  also 
received  funds  from  the  Vocational  Education  Act  of  1963.  The 
money  from  these  various  funds  has  provided  our  system  with  better 
services,  added  equipment,  more  teaching  aids,  and  productive  ideas. 
We  hope  to  continue  with  these  projects  in  1968. 

Considerable  time  and  energy  has  been  expended  in  negotiating 
contracts  with  our  teachers’  associations.  At  the  time  they  were  signed, 
it  appeared  that  our  systems  would  stand  very  favorably  in  compari¬ 
son  with  neighboring  towns.  However,  it  is  now  apparent  that  Mendon 
and  Upton  will  probably  have  the  lowest  minimum  salaries  in  the 
area,  and  our  maximums  will  be  low  average.  This  means  that  we  will 
have  difficulty  attracting  candidates  for  positions  and  will  encounter 
some  difficulty  in  holding  experienced  teachers. 
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Regionalization  in  grades  K  through  1 2  still  appears  to  be  a 
constructive  step  for  Mendon  and  Upton  to  take.  There  are  both 
educational  and  financial  advantages  as  well  as  an  improvement  in 
the  administrative  set-up. 

Non-teaching  employees  are  to  be  congratulated  for  their  co¬ 
operation  and  their  devotion  to  our  schools.  They  perform  neces¬ 
sary  and  important  functions  without  which  we  could  not  have 
the  educational  environment  we  now  enjoy. 

Teaching  staffs  deserve  appreciation  for  the  part  they  play  in 
our  schools.  They  display  a  sincere  interest  in  providing  good 
teacher-pupil  relationships  and  their  cooperation  is  commended. 

In  closing  let  me  continue  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  School 
Committee  members  and  town  officials  with  whom  I  work.  Our 
purpose  is  the  same,  to  provide  educational  opportunities  for  our 
children  of  such  a  calibre  that  they  will  not  be  short-changed  in 
life.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mendon,  the  Elementary  School 
Committee  submit  their  annual  report: 

The  year  1967  will  be  a  memorable  one  for  most  residents  of 
Mendon  and  particularly  so  for  the  School  Committee. 

The  300th  Anniversary  Committee  felt  it  fitting  and  proper  to 
show  some  long  lasting  tangible  evidence  of  the  celebration  and 
consequently  with  our  approval  planted  fourteen  ornamental  shade 
trees  around  the  lawn  in  front  of  the  schools.  The  pupils  of  the 
Elementary  School,  not  to  be  outdone,  arranged  a  dedication  pro¬ 
gram  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Hutchinson  to  show  their  appre¬ 
ciation  for  this  fine  deed.  All  of  the  teachers  and  pupils  are  to  be 
commended  for  the  excellent  program  presented. 

Shortly  after  the  School  Committee  organized  for  the  year  one 
dedicated  member,  Mr.  H.W.  Thatcher,  tendered  his  resignation. 

This  was  necessary  due  to  a  change  in  position  which  required  him 
to  move  to  Georgia.  His  resignation  was  accepted  with  deep  regret 
for  he  was  truly  a  dedicated  and  intelligently  informed  man.

The  School  Committee  met  with  the  Selectmen  and  reviewed 
several  possible  choices  for  a  replacement.  It  was  mutually  agreed 
that  Mr.  H.  Loring,  a  former  member  of  the  Mendon  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee,  would  be  best  qualified.  Mr.  Loring  accepted  the  appoint¬ 
ment  and  was  elected  Secretary  at  the  April  meeting. 

The  old  part  of  the  Elementary  School,  while  structurally  sound, 
is  in  need  of  certain  repairs.  Your  Committee  has  carefully  analyzed 
these  and  decided  that  complete  replacement  of  windows  in  the 
wooden  portion  of  the  building  is  the  most  important.  This  is  an 
expensive  undertaking  as  there  are  a  total  of  thirty-four  windows  in¬ 
volved,  therefore,  we  decided  to  replace  a  few  each  year.  During  the 
past  summer  vacation,  we  replaced  nine  windows  in  the  4th  grade 
classroom.  We  plan  to  continue  replacing  on  the  basis  of  one  or  two 
rooms  each  year  until  all  four  rooms  are  completed. 

The  boiler  in  the  old  building  has  given  considerable  trouble 
during  the  year.  The  committee  felt  it  advisable  to  have  a  complete 
survey  made  of  the  heating  system  before  spending  any  more  money 
for  repairs.  The  services  of  a  Heating  Consultant  were  engaged  and  a 
complete  survey  was  made  with  members  of  the  committee  present. 
The  results  of  this  survey  indicated  immediate  replacement  of  the 
boiler  plus  relocation  of  hot  water  heater  and  flushing  of  lines  etc. 
was  required.  This  matter  was  brought  before  the  Finance  Committee 
together  with  necessary  supporting  estimates,  time  schedules,  etc. 

The  Finance  Committee  were  able  at  a  special  Town  Meeting  in 
December  to  transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  that  will 
enable  us  to  replace  boiler  and  recondition  the  heating  system.  We 
hope  to  have  this  work  done  during  the  February  vacation  period. 

Early  in  the  school  year  we  were  approached  by  Father  Ratte 
of  St.  Michael’s  Church  regarding  use  of  certain  classrooms  one  after¬ 
noon  each  week  for  religious  classes.  After  due  consideration  and 
mutual  agreement  on  an  equitable  fee,  permission  was  granted. 

The  most  significant  accomplishment  of  the  committee  during 
1967  was  the  successful  negotiation  of  a  contract  with  the  Elemen¬ 
tary  School  teachers.  Many  meetings  were  held  to  smooth  out  all 
details  before  an  agreement  was  reached  and  finally  signed.  We  would 
like  to  point  out  at  this  time  that  all  meetings  were  harmonious  and 
did  not  get  out  of  hand  and  become  unruly.  All  meetings  were  open 
meetings. 

The  present  school  buildings,  at  the  so-called  Center  School 
site,  have  no  name  except  the  old  building  which  still  bears  the  title 
“Mendon  High  School.”  Your  committee  felt  it  proper  to  name  this 
school  and  as  a  result  decided  it  should  be  called  the  Henry  P.  Clough 
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School.”  It  was  our  feeling,  as  well  as  the  feeling  of  many  citizens, 
that  such  a  dedicated  and  highly  respected  educator  as  Mr.  Clough 
should  be  honored  for  his  fine  work  and  loyal  support  of  the 
Mendon  Schools.  We  have,  therefore,  requested  the  Selectmen  to 
insert  an  article  in  the  Warrant  for  the  annual  Town  Meeting  to  the 
effect  the  Elementary  School  buildings  be  named  “The  Henry  P. 
Clough  School.” 

Although  all  members  of  the  committee  have  put  in  long  hours 
at  regular  meetings,  negotiation  meetings  and  spent  considerable 
time  on  Saturdays  and  other  evenings  attending  educational  meet¬ 
ings,  they  feel  the  time  well  spent  in  an  effort  to  bring  the  best  to 
the  Mendon  School  System  at  a  reasonable  cost. 

We  sincerely  wish  to  thank  all  Town  Department  Heads  and 
townspeople  that  have  helped  to  make  our  year  as  successful  as 
it  has  been.

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To  the  Citizens  of  Mendon  and  Upton: 

During  the  year  the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  District 
Committee  held  regular  meetings.  Special  meetings  were  also  held 
with  the  Selectmen  and  members  of  the  Finance  Committees  of  both 
Mendon  and  Upton.  A  public  meeting  was  held  to  discuss  the  1968 
budget. 

After  numerous  meetings  with  representatives  of  the  Nipmuc 
Teachers’  Association,  a  contract  was  negotiated  and  signed  by  both 
parties.  This  Agreement  was  one  of  the  first  signed  in  this  area  and 
covers  the  period  May  29,  1967  through  August  31,  1969.  Both  par¬ 
ties  stated  that  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  mean  better  education  for 
your  children. 

I  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  both  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  High  School  Principal.  Both  refer 
to  the  growing  problem  of  the  shortage  of  space  at  Nipmuc.  Because 
of  this,  the  committee  was  forced  to  go  to  double  sessions  for  the 
7th  and  8th  grades.  At  best,  this  is  a  poor  temporary  solution. 

As  a  result  of  the  vote  at  Mendon  Town  Meeting,  your  com¬ 
mittee  was  not  able  to  move  ahead  with  plans  to  examine  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  building  a  new  Junior  High  School  on  a  separate  location 
outside  the  one  mile  limit  spelled  out  in  the  original  Regional 
Agreement.  Your  committee  continues  to  be  of  the  opinion  that 
the  best  solution  for  the  taxpayers  of  each  town  would  be  a  separate 
building  on  another  piece  of  property  that  would  allow  for  definite 
expansion  if,  and  when,  needed  in  the  future. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  very  near  future  your  committee  will 
have  a  solution  to  bring  up  for  your  consideration  at  a  future  town 
meeting. 

The  budget  for  1968  shows  an  increase  of  about  16.34%  over 
that  for  1967.  Most  of  this  is  directly  related  to  changes  in  the 
Teachers’  salary  schedule. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  extend  its  thanks  to  the  Adminis¬ 
trators,  Teachers,  Town  Officials  and  citizens  of  both  Mendon  and 
Upton  for  their  assistance  in  the  operation  of  the  Nipmuc  Regional 
School  system.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

As  has  been  pointed  out  in  my  annual  reports  for  the  past  four 
years,  the  need  for  additional  facilities  for  the  high  school  has  been 
and  will  continue  to  be  an  increasingly  acute  problem.  Double- 
platooning  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  during  this  school  year 
has  enabled  us  to  physically  house  our  approximately  640  pupils 
but  has  not  solved  the  basic  problem  of  inadequate  space  to  operate 
an  effective  educational  program. 

Our  junior  high  school  pupils  are  definitely  being  “short-changed” 
by  a  severe  curtailment  of  many  activities  which  contribute  to  the 
over-all  development  of  a  growing  young  person.  Both  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  pupils  are  participating  in  only  one-half  of  a  normal 
minimal  program  in  art,  music,  home  economics,  industrial  arts, 
physical  education  and  athletics.  All  of  these  activities  are  vital  to 
the  total  education  of  a  child.  Even  the  academic  phase  of  the  after¬ 
noon  session  suffers  because  of  the  fact  that  this  is  not  a  normal 
school  condition.  The  fatigue  factor  is  of  vital  significance  here  be¬ 
cause  after  a  morning  of  out-of-school  activity,  the  pupils  as  a  whole 
are  not  ready  physically  or  mentally  to  settle  down  to  a  classroom 
situation  which  is  conducive  to  the  best  teaching-learning  process. 

Also  of  significance  is  that  in  order  to  utilize  the  teachers  of 
the  specialty  activities  mentioned  above,  these  must  be  scheduled 
during  the  first  two  periods  of  the  afternoon  session.  This  schedule 
places  all  of  the  academic  subjects  into  the  last  four  periods  of  the 
afternoon,  when  the  motivation  for  these  subjects  is  at  its  lowest. 

In  order  to  take  care  of  the  expanded  high  school  program 
during  the  present  school  year,  three  rooms  in  the  junior  high  school 
wing  are  being  used  for  high  school  classes  and  one  for  a  high  school 
home  room.  Next  September,  with  over  140  eighth  graders  moving 
up  to  the  high  school  to  replace  68  graduating  seniors,  it  is  obvious 
that  more  use  of  the  junior  high  wing  will  be  necessary  for  high 
school  classes.  With  a  comparable  sizable  increase  in  the  enrollment 
in  grades  nine  through  twelve  occurring  every  year,  it  will  be  neces¬ 
sary  in  the  very  near  future  to  utilize  the  junior  high  wing  for  high 
school  classes  to  the  extent  that  the  entire  school  will  need  to  be 
on  double  sessions.  This  will  be  necessitated  by  the  fact  if  both 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  are  forced  into  afternoon  sessions  then 
these  grades  would  over-flow  the  junior  high  wing  into  rooms  which 
are  now  used  by  high  school  classes.  Although  this  prospect  is  not 
a  pleasant  one,  we  could  be  faced  with  it  as  soon  as  September  of 
1968  if  high  school  class  enrollments  require  a  number  of  class 
sections  in  excess  of  the  number  of  rooms  which  will  be  available 
for  high  school  classes  in  the  junior  high  school  wing.  By  September 
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of  1969,  when  another  significant  increase  in  the  high  school  en¬ 
rollment  will  occur,  placing  the  entire  school  on  double-sessions 
will  be  the  only  way  in  which  we  shall  be  able  to  house  six  grades 
in  the  building. 

All  of  the  above  problems  are  also  significantly  associated  with 
Nipmuc  Regional  High  School’s  accreditation  with  the  New  England 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  After  we  were  eval¬ 
uated  by  that  association  in  1963  and  were  granted  full  accredita¬ 
tion,  it  was  necessary  for  us  to  make  a  two-year  report  of  progress 
to  that  organization  in  1965  to  indicate  what  we  had  done  relative 
to  their  specific  recommendations  for  improvement  of  our  high 
school.  This  report  was  accepted  because  we  had  made  sufficient 
progress  on  the  recommendations.  A  five-year  report  will  be  due 
next  May  and  several  recommendations  still  have  not  been  and 
cannot  be  implemented  unless  more  facilities,  staff  and  funds  be¬ 
come  available.  Some  of  these  are  listed  below  and  unless  they  are 
fulfilled,  our  accreditation  may  be  in  jeopardy: 

1.  More  space  for  music,  art,  home  economics,  library,  and 
physical  education  storage  facilities 

2.  The  provision  of  a  language  laboratory 

3.  The  expansion  of  outdoor  facilities  to  provide  more 
space  for  physical  education  and  sports 

4.  Double  laboratory  periods  at  all  levels  in  Home  Economics 

5.  The  establishment  of  a  Health  Education  program 

6.  The  introduction  of  a  specific  program  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  slow  learner  and  to  assist  pupils  with  serious 
learning  problems 

7.  The  provision  of  more  individual  and  laboratory  work 
in  Biology. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  deepest  gratitude  to  all  persons  who  assisted 
in  any  manner  in  the  operation  of  the  school  during  the  past  year. 

In  particular,  I  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  Henry  Clough,  who  retired  in 
June.  Those  of  us  who  had  the  privilege  of  being  associated  with  him 
know  the  splendid  contributions  he  made  to  our  school  program  and 
the  exemplary  influence  he  exerted  upon  all  of  us.

FINANCE  COMMITTEE  TERMINOLOGY 

The  following  terms  are  frequently  used  in  the  Annual  and 
Special  Town  Meetings.  These  definitions  are  provided  in  order  to 
give  one  a  better  understanding  of  their  meaning: 

SURPLUS  REVENUE: 

This  fund  represents  the  amount  by  which  the  Cash.  Accounts 
Receivable  and  other  floating  assets  exceed  the  liabilities  and  re¬ 
serves. 

AVAILABLE  FUNDS:  (Often  referred  to  as  Free  Cash) 

A  fund  certified  annually  by  the  State  Bureau  of  Accounts  by 
deducting  from  Surplus  Revenue  all  uncollected  taxes  for  prior 
years. 

RESERVE  FUND: 

This  fund  is  established  by  the  voters  at  an  annual  town 
meeting  only  and  may  be  composed  of  1 )  an  appropriation  not 
exceeding  5%  of  the  tax  levy  of  the  preceding  year:  2)  money 
appropriated  from  Overlay  Reserve;  or  3)  both.  Transfers  from  the 
Reserve  Fund  are  within  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  and  are  for  “extraordinary  or  unforeseen  expenditures." 

OVERLAY: 

The  Overlay  is  the  amount  raised  by  the  Assessors  in  excess 
of  appropriations  and  other  charges  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a 
fund  to  cover  abatements  granted  and  avoiding  fractions. 

OVERLAY  RESERVE: 

This  is  the  accumulated  amount  of  the  Overlay  for  various 
years  not  used  or  required  to  be  held  in  the  specific  Overlay  ac¬ 
count  for  a  given  year,  and  may  be  used  by  vote  of  the  town  for 
extraordinary  or  unforeseen  purposes  or  voted  into  the  Reserve 

Fund. 
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ROAD  MACHINERY  FUND:  (An  Income  Account) 

The  Town  charges  for  municipally  owned  equipment  used  on 
State  (Ch.  81  &  90)  reimbursed  work.  This  charge  is  based  upon 
acceptable  rates  set  by  the  Mass.  D.P.W.  and  covers  equipment 
such  as  trucks,  back  hoes  and  rollers.  The  income  is  then  deposited 
into  this  account.  These  funds  are  later  appropriated  to  the  Road 
Machinery  Account. 

ROAD  MACHINERY  ACCOUNT: 

This  is  an  Expense  Account  and  is  used  only  for  expenditures. 

STABILIZATION  FUND: 

A  special  account  created  to  provide  a  reserve  for  capital 
expenditures.  The  State  will  match  sums,  taken  from  this  Fund, 
under  certain  conditions  during  the  first  year  only;  and  in  amounts 
up  to  a  maximum  of  $100,000.  This  will  reduce  Bonding  cost  for 
Mendon. 
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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Citizens  of  Mendon: 

For  1968  your  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  sum 
of  $613,878.47  be  raised  and  appropriated  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  This  includes  $595,505.22  for  Article  4  appropriations 
and  $18,373.25  for  Special  Articles.  Available  and  Special  Funds 
amount  to  $40,925.26. 

These  figures  were  arrived  after  thorough  consideration  of  all 
budget  requests.  We  wish  to  thank  all  departments  for  their  coopera¬ 
tion. 


The  major  increases  in  the  Article  4  recommended  appropria¬ 
tions  are  as  follows: 

Wage  Accounts: 

The  various  wage  accounts  reflect  a  1 5^  per  hour  increase  for 
all  hourly  paid  employees  effective  April  1 ,  1968.  The  approximate 
cost  of  these  increases  amounts  to  $3,500.00.

Increased  Election  and  Registration  wages  due  to  Presidential 
Election. 

2.  Protection  of  Persons  and  Property:  $14,500.00  increase 

First  full  year  of  full  time  Police  Department  operation  reflec¬ 
ted  in  $13,600.00  increase. 

3.  Health  and  Sanitation:  $300.00  increase 

Increased  cost  of  operation  of  the  Town  Dump. 

4.  Highways:  $1 ,600.00  increase 

Proposed  purchase  of  sidewalk  snow  removal  equipment. 

5.  Charities:  $2,000.00  increase 

State  take-over  of  Welfare  costs  will  not  become  effective  un¬ 
til  July  1.  Increased  case  load  (primarily  Medicaid)  necessitates  a 
$2,000.00  increase  over  last  year. 

6.  Veterans’ Benefits:  $1,300.00  increase 

Increase  in  medical  costs. 

7.  Schools:  $47,600.00  increase 

$25,000.00  increase  in  salaries,  $1 1,000.00  increase  in  trans¬ 
portation  costs  due  to  double  sessions,  $4,000.00  in  architect  fees. 
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8.  Library:  $300.00  increase 

Increase  in  wages  and  cost  of  books. 

9.  Parks  and  Recreation:  $900.00  increase 

Additional  fence  required  and  expansion  of  Beach  Recreation 
Program.

One  Constable  for  three  years

all  on  one  ballot,  designating  the  office  intended  for  each  person.
